Thb 49;h CoogrtM i* •moDg lh« tbiog* 
tbkt wert. lu record i« made up; ita work 
la done and “tramp, tramp, tramp the bofa 
ara marcbing" borne, many of tba tima- 
aerrara, praiaa Ood, neeer to return. How- 
c?er, ite aina of omiaaion ozoaed thoaa ol 
commiaaion, thanka to a braae and Iraa 
Preaident, and on the whole there ia par- 
hepa almoat aa much to extol ea to de- 
plore. It omitted to re<leem itapromiaea 
of tariff reduction, the moreVtba pity, bat 
it aettlei the praaidential anocaaaion and 
the methoda of tba alecloral count; reatored 
to the public domain milliona of acrea of 
forfeliH land, rapealed tba tenure of office 
act, granted peniioni to the neglected Mex- 
ican aoldiera, etc. Tne Interatate Com- 
merce bill, regarded aaan imporUnt meaa 
are, ia another item to the credit or the dia 
credit of the body which tima moat decide.

Bt. 



Clbvbuuid baa earned the title of “Old 
Veto” and the country owea him a lasting 
obligation for the firmneaa and the conaci- 
aotiousneM with which be has stood be- 
tween it and numberleas raids upon ita 
Iroaaury. The number of his vetoes, and 
they ware all auntained aaya two of iewer 
imporUDca, by a subaaquant vote of Con- 
gr«8, reach 132, which exceeds tboM of all 
tba other PtMidents combined by 21. He 
has made many enemiea among those who 
went to bankrupt Ibe country, but the true 
patriot lores him fur uakiog euch enemiea, 
and a fervent “God bleea his old soul’* wells 
up from one end of the nation to the 
other.

Thk action of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral CommittM in fixing Batarday, April
